Class  History 

The  class  ol  igp  had  it's  beginning  with  the  decision  of  Mrs. 
Raymond  Mapstone  to  give  np  her  former  occupation  and  enter  the 
Training  School  March  i,  1929.  This  makes  her  the  oldest  mem- 
ber of  our  class  (but  don’t  feel  badly,  Bassie,  it’s  not  in  years).  The 
exodus  from  all  parts  of  the  State  continued  until  our  class  ntim- 
bered  25  females  nurses  and  i male  nurse. 

Our  first  days  at  our  Alma  Mater  are  never  to  be  forgotten.  We 
were  greener  than  St.  Patricks  day,  and  this  condition  wasn’t  re- 
lived for  quite  sometime.  We  tried  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of 
our  Senior  Supervisor,  but  this  was  quite  difficult  to  do.  Our  mis- 
takes were  numerous  and  varied,  but  we  earnestly  tried  to  remedy 
and  overcome  them.  Finally  the  great  day  arrived;  our  three 
months  period  of  probation  was  at  an  end,  and  Miss  Hartman 
(than  Directress  of  Nurses),  informed  us  that  we  had  satisfactorily 
completed  that  difficult  period,  and  were  to  he  admitted  to  the 
Training  School  of  this  institution.  Our  happiness  was  complete. 
The  Hospital  really  seemer  too  small  and  cramped  for  our  exuber- 
ant spirits,  the  day  we  donned  stripes,  and  our  self-consciousness 
was  really  pathetic.  Happily  this  soon  wore  off. 

In  a few  days  our  classes  started  and  time  pas.sed  very  rapidly. 
Miss  Artie  Williams  had  just  been  addetl  to  the  teaching  staff,  and 
her  efforts  to  teach  us  perfect  handaging  were  untiring. 

Our  classes  in  Psychology,  Anatomy  and  Physiology  were 
quite  difficult  for  us  to  grasp,  but  they  were  eventually  conquered, 
and  proved  very  beneficial  in  our  luture  training. 

Our  Junior  Classes  came  to  an  end  the  following  May  with  the 
subject  of  Massage,  where  we  learned  to  thtimp,  beat  ami  rub  the 
pains  out  of  each  others  joints  and  mtiscles. 

We  lived  through  our  first  Commencement  in  ,1  Hospital  and 
how  excited  we  were.  The  members  of  the  gradu.iting  class  must 
have  been  calm  compared  to  us  as  we  bravely  m.trched  up  the  aisle 


that  night.  We  were  quite  thrilled  when  Dr.  Jackson  awarded  each 
Senior  their  diploma  and  we  realized  that  only  two  more  years 
and  then  it  would  be  our  turn. 

Vacations  were  all  due  now  and  we  thoroughly  enjoyed  them. 
The  summer  was  all  too  short.  During  this  time  our  beloved  Miss 
Hartman  entered  the  state  of  matrimony  and  Miss  Decker  returned 
from  the  Philadelphia  (feneral  Hospital  where  she  had  taken  up 
Post  Graduate  work  to  be  our  new  Directress  of  Nurses. 

September  arrived  and  Dr.  Pike  taught  our  class  in  Senior  Psy- 
chology. We  were  now  prepared  to  leave  Danville  for  a year  of 
General  Training.  Mr.  Peters  packed  his  grip  and  departed  for 
knowledge,  and  experience  at  St.  Francis  Hospital  at  Pittsburgh, 
while  we  embarked  on  a bus  for  Fordham  Hospital,  New  \ork 
City.  The  Ifronx  was  a dreary  sight  that  first  night,  the  rain  was 
falling  in  torrents  and  contintied  to  do  so  for  almost  a week.  We 
were  met  at  the  door  of  the  Nurses  Residence  by  Miss  Talbot.  Her 
trails  and  troubles  with  the  latest  recruits  from  Danville  started 
at  that  moment.  But  in  spite  of  all  the  disagreements,  she  had 
with  us,  when  our  years  work  was  finished,  she  felt  sorry  to  see  us 
leave.  Fond  memories  of  her  will  always  remain  with  us. 

We  worked  hard  and  met  with  many  discouragements,  es- 
pecially in  the  Operating  Room,  hut  when  our  time  was  up  and  it 
was  necessary  for  us  to  part  from  our  new  actjuaintances  and  Su- 
pervisors, it  caused  a dull  pain  in  the  Cardiac  region. 

Our  leisure  hours  in  New  ^ Ork  were  used  to  good  advantage 
as  a rule  ,ind  many  were  the  enjoyable  and  educational  tours  that 
we  took  as:  a trip  up  the  Hudson,  to  Chinatown,  Coney  Island, 
Rye  Beach,  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  where  Washington’s  peir  is  placed, 
etc. 

November  25,  the  surviving  members  of  our  class  were  reunit- 
ed at  the  Danville  State  Hospital,  where  we  were  greeted  by  Miss 
Decker,  and  where  we  made  the  act|uaintance  of  Miss  Auk  It  took 
us  a few  days  to  become  accustomed  to  the  different  kind  of  work, 
but  finally  we  were  settled  and  life  began  moving  on  in  a routine 
fashion. 


Our  Senior  classes  started  in  February,  and  we  met  the  re- 
mainder of  our  class,  that  is  the  boys  who  are  taking  the  two  year 
course  of  training.  The  classes  proved  to  be  far  more  difficult  than 
any  we  had  studied  previous  to  this  time,  and  there  were  so  many 
of  them  to  be  covered  in  so  short  a time  that  we  were  usually  in  a 
breathless  state. 

After  the  election  of  officers,  plans  for  graduation  begin  to  tale 
form.  The  Class  rings  were  selected,  uniforms  picked  out  and 
plans  for  the  year  book  were  made,  etc.,  all  of  which  reminded  us 
that  our  student  days  at  Danville  State  Hospital  were  soon  to  be 
finished.
